Griswold and Pusey made their 
announcements independe nt ly.

They had been 
discussing the affidavit for sev- 
eral months.

Yale’s decision was announced 
in a letter to Arthur S. Flem- 
ming, Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare.

' Griswold said the affidavit 
“‘partakes of the nature of the 
oppressive religious and political 
tests oaths of history, which 
were used as a means of exer- 
cising control over the educa- 
tional process by church or 
state.”

"The American Public Health As- 


sociation today termed soaring 
population growth a threat to 
the health of millions and called 
for more attention to the means 
of regulating family size. 


The problem should be an 


integral part of civic health pro- 
grams, the association said. ~ 

In the first policy statement 
ever made on the subject by the 
87-year-old professional society, 
it said: 

“The public health profession 
has long taken leadership in. de- 
feating disease, disability gind 
death. It must now e 
equal leadership in understand- 
ing public health implications of 
population imblance and in tak- 
ing appropriate action.” 

The 13,000-member association 
includes. public health officials 
at community, state, national 
and inter-American levels. 

It said current population in-
